THE BIRTH 
OF CHRIST

The fall of Adam and Eve in the 
Garden of Eden made it necessary for 
a Savior to appear to bring us back 
to God. Satan was the sole cause of 
the fall—hence the necessity of one 
to “bruise the serpent’s head.” 

Christ, in the mind of God was a 
lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world. He was ‘present when the 
foundations of the earth were laid; 
He was set up from everlasting, from 
the beginning, or ever the world was. 
When He prepared the heavens, He 
was there: When He gave the seas 
His decree, that the waters should 
not pass His commandments, then 
was He present. 

He was with the Father equal in 
glory, for just before He went to the 
cross to suffer He prayed that He 
might be glorified with the same glory 
that He had with Him (the Father) 
before the foundation of the -world, 
but He was so highly honored, He 
was willing to come in the form of 
sinful flesh, take on the seed of 
Abraham, become the Son of man, and 
lead us back to God. 

The promise of this Christ descend- 
ed from the Garden of Eden and down 
through the successive generations. 
He is spoken of as the “I am,” “Won- 
derful Counsellor,” “The Branch” 
“The Shepherd and the Stone of Is- 
rael,” “The Governor who should 
come out of Bethlehem,” and many 
other illustrious names are given to 
the One who was born of the Virgin 
Mary. 

When the time had arrived that the 
Word should be made flesh, God so 
ordered that in the City of David, 
among the cattle, He, the King of 
Righteousness should be born. What 
a strange sight! The Creator of the 
earth, the possessor of Heaven and 
earth, born under such circumstances! 
This, however was God’s order, and 
was done to fulfill the Scriptures. I 
am sure this was contrary to all hu- 
man plans and wishes, but we do well 
to remember that God’s ways are not 
man’s ways, and He always knows 
how to strike a blow at the pride of 
the people. 

Lords, rulers and none of the Jewish 
Sanhedrin were present at His birth, 
but we do read that few wise people, 
some shepherds and others gathered 
about the manger to see Him. 

Yes, He came as a root out of dry 
ground, and to many He had no form 
nor comeliness, but others brought 
gold and frankincense and indeed saw 
in Him the one altogether fair and 
lovely. 

Notice too that the announcement 
of the birth of Christ was not to lead- 
ers among the Jewish people, but to 
the. shepherds that were keeping 
watch. over their flocks by night. They 
undoubtedly were firm believers of 
the words of the prophets of old and 
were willing to accept their teachings. 
They had time to pray and meditate 
and usually when we are in that kind 
of an attitude the Lord will speak to 
us about things to come. 

Next, I notice that when this won- 
derful message was being delivered 
by those heavenly messengers that 
fear came upon them, and why should 
it not when they were so honored of 
the Lord to be counted worthy of such 
a visitation as was this? 

Then came the wonderful words, 
“UNTO YOU is born a Savior which 
is Christ the Lord.” This corresponds 
with the message of the prophet 
Isaiah when he stood upon the mount 
of inspiration and said: “UNTO US 
a child is born, unto us a Son is 

given.” It was all for our sake that 
He should so humble Himself and 
assume our degraded nature and place 
Himself where He could be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmity. 

No wonder the heavenly host de- 
scended to announce His coming and 
tell the shepherds that it was “good 
will toward men!” I further notice 
that in the language of Luke He is 
spoken of as “Christ the Lord,” and 
Isaiah speaks of Him as the “Mighty,” 
the “Governor,” and the “Prince of
